PUBLIC SENTIMENT KILLS 
THE POLICEMEN S STRIKE 
The chesty, blue-coated gentlemen 
of the classical city of Boston whé 
laid down their clubs and discarded 
their badges in the hope of being 
awarded more pay, have found ouft 
that public sentiment is not behind a 
policemen’s strike, and they are ask­ 
ing for their old jobs back with 
certain austere higher-ups refusing 
them evén the courtesy of being al­ 
lowed to return to work. 
And the 
reason that the strike was lost, the 
reason that the strongest friends of 
unionism, 
from 
President 
Wilson 
down, sat down upon them with Buch 
a dull thud was that there is a dis­ 
tinction between a walk-out and an 
insurrection, a difference between a 
lay-down on the part of the forces of 
law and the forces of industry. The 
same principle applies in the case of 
the policeman as in the caso of a sol­ 
dier. 
Both are employed as repre­ 
sentatives of a government, whether 
city or national, and both art the 
personification of the lew. For the 
law to relax is to invite lawlessness 
and anarchy. For the law to weaken 
or to flinch is to insure disaster. AH 
the fine-spun theories ta the world 
cannot make a reel fighting machine 
out of a mOb, nor can they convert a 
bunch of soviet soldiers into an or­ 
ganized army. This lesson was taught 
in Russia, and is not to be unheeded 
in the United States.
